MAN SHUT DEAD 
IN FIGHT IN FLAT, 
TWO OTHERS HURT 


Frank Rizzo Found in Street | 
by Police Admits Killing | 


Frank Mandino at 1701A 
Bacon Street. 


Frank Mandino, 36 years old, a 
tailor, 1408A North Nineteenth 
street, and the father of three chil- 
dren, was shot and killed last night 
in a flat at 1701A Bacon street. 
Police arrested a man booked as 


Frank Rizzo, 45, a tailor, residing | 
at the Bacon street address, who 
is said to have admitted shooting 
Mandino ‘ollowing a quarrel. 

Rizzo. with a finger on his left 
hand badly torn by a bullet, was 
found running on the street several 
blocks away from the flat. He 
told pclice that the shooting oc- 
curred when Mandino and _ Vito 
Mocere, 27, 5908 Theodore avenue, 
came to the flat and attacked him. 

In the flat, furnished only with 
a cot and hed clothing, police found 
the body of Mandino, with bullet 
wounds in the left side and left 
leg, and Mocere, who was suffering 
from a skull injury. 

An empty automatic pistol was 
found on the floor, with six empty 
eartridges nearby, and a revolver 
a short distance away. The re- 
volver had not been fired, a bullet 
from the automatic having lodged 
in one chamber, jamming the ac- 
tion. 

Rizzo’s version was that Man- 
dino arti Mocere came to the fiat 
at 10:30 o’clock, roused him from 
his bed and attacked him as soon 
as he opened the door. He said he 
believed that Mandino fired at 
him, with the revolver, and that he 
began using the automatic pisto! in 
his own defense. After shooting 
Mandino, police say, Rizzo was at- 
tacked by Mocere and beat him 
on the head with the pistol. In do- 
ing so, the last remaining cartridge 
was discharged, wounding Rizzo's 
finger. 

Rizzo said that he and Mocere 
had been on bad terms since he 
went to Detroit several weeks ago, 
lenving the flat in Mocere’s charge 
In his absence, he charges, Moccre 
sold $135 worth of furniture, all 
except the cot. Rizzo had asked 
police to arrest Mocere yesterdzy 
morning after he hed taken the 
officers to a salvage company and 
pointed out furniture as that taken 
from the flat. Mocere could not be 
found yesterday. 

Last night at City MHospita! 
Mocere said that the quarrel was 
over $100 that Mandino had been 
trying to collect from Rizzo. He 
said that Rizzo had agreed to do 
some plastering for Mandino’s fa- 
ther, had failed to do the work 
after he had got the money, and 
that the fight began the moment 
they entered the flat.” |

— The 
United States Steel Corporation to- 
day announced a wage reduction of 
approximately 10 per cent, effec- 
tive Oct. 1. 

The following statement was ot 
sued: 

“TFor the purpose of better meet- 
ing prevailing unsatisfactory con- 
ditions in the industry, rates of 
wages in the past of the subsidiary 
companies of the United States 
Steel Corporation will, effective 
Oct. 1, be reduced approximately 
10 per cent, varying somewhat with 
the character of the work per- 
formed. 

“Such adjustment will be some- 
what in line with the reduction re- 
cently made in the salary rate.” 

The statement was issued by the 
Finance Committee of the board ef 
directors. 

The total number of employes of 
U. 8. Steel in 1928 was 221,702, and 
the total of salaries and wages 
paid in that year was $413,699,720. 

Through the last two years of 
slack demand the corporatior has 
followed a ‘policy of alternating 
work among its employes as far 
as possible. 

Shortly after the announcement 
by the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, Eugene G. Grace, president 
of Bethlehem Steel Corporation, 
second largest unit in the industry, 
announced a similar adjustment 
would be made in the wages of em- 
poyes of that company § effective 
Gt, 3. 

“¥ consider the action of U. 8S. 
Steel Corporation in readjusting 
downward wages rates a construc- 
tive move and Bethlehem will make 


a similar adjustment effective 
te 1,”" Grace announced. 
Although official information 


was unavailable, Wall street esti- 
mated that the wage cut would 
reduce U. S. Steel 
about $25,090,000 annually.

In the case of Riley H. Lamb, 
4508 Shenandoah avertue, who had 
been fined $25 for disturbing the 
peace of Mrs. Helen Rollins Kelty, 
one of the decoys, Judge Foster set 
aside the fine, which already had 
been ordered remitted by Mayor 
Miller. 

Mrs. Kelty, who had promised by 
counsel to be in court, if cited for 
contempt, did not appear today. 

“Even if she did show up,” 
Judge Foster remarked, “I should 
not listen. I am heartily tired of 
such phoney testimony. Incidental- 
ly, I am of the opinion the Wick- 
ersham report bearing on bad prac- 
tices by the police should be more 
widely read.” 

Male Morals Agent Criticised. 

Later he heard the cases of two 
women, charged with vagrancy on

140 Washington boulevard, Farrow 
did not. appear to press his charge. 

*‘Farrow is also a representative 
of the vigilance committee,” Alvin 
Hackman, attorney for the women, 
told the court, “I am informed that 
in this case he was instructed by 
James McKelvey Jr., to take Mc- 
Kelvey’s automobile and drive 
down the strect, backfiring the 
automotile.

“I don't think the Police Depart- 
ment is entirely to blame,” Hack- 
man interposed. 

“Certainly the police know what 
is to be done properly to make a 
case,’’ replied Judge Foster. Then 
he turned to the two detectives. 

Threatened to Fine Informer. 

“Now I want this man Farrow in 
court . Tuesday,” he continued. 
“And I am going to fine him when 
he gets here.”’ 

Later he told reporters he in- 
tended to take this action under an 
ordinance which prescribes that a 
prosecuting witness may be _  as- 
sessed the costs of a case if it ap- 
pear to the Court that he main- 
tained the prdsecution through 
malice. 

In Judge Blaine’s court, the caae

BRITAIN LIMITS TRADE IN FOREIGN 


EXCHANGE; MAKES SUSPENSION OF 


BRITISH FINANCIAL 
AUTION IMPENDING 
FOR MANY MONTHS 


Officials at Washington 
Disclose There Has Been 
Gradual Increase in En- 
glish Investments in U. S. 


NO REAL EFFECT IN 
AMERICA EXPECTED 


Capital Authorities Analyze 
Measures and Express 
View Conditions in En- 


land Will Improve. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. ‘22.—The 


American Government, it is under- 
stood, regards Great Britain’s tem- 
porary suspension cf the _ gold 
standard as likely to improve eco- 
nomic conditions in England and 
elsewhere .2 the world. 

This was made clear today in of- 
ficial quarters. 

The view was expressed that the 
actual cuspension could not be re- 
garded as serious as had been the 
constant possibility of the action. , 

So far as the United States is 
it may bring a stronzer 
certain exports 


concerned, 
competition 
where American busi ess is in com- 
petition with British products. This 
amounts to about 10 rer cent in 


such countries as the Argentine, 
where surveys recently were made. 

The British action is looked upon 
by this Government as the adoption 
of a variable standard, rather than 
the complete abandonment of the 
gold standard. 

Trade Still Based on Gold. 

It \vas pointed out in official cir- 
cles that world trade would con- 
tinue to be based on the gold stand- 
ard, whether embodied in the dol- 
lar, the pound or the franc. 

There is a strong possibility that 
the action, while lowering wages 
and rents in England, will stimulate 
the buying of raw materials. In this 
case, the United States might prof- 
it by the action, as most of its ex- 
ports to the United Kingdom are in 
the form of raw materials. 

It can now be said the British 
action has been impending for 
many months. There has been a 
gradually. increasing amount of 
British funds being invested in the 
United States, the Iatest figures es- 
timating it at $1,500,000,000. 

Adoption of the variable stand- 
ard is regarded as likely to have 
profound effects temporarily on ex- 
changes and cause temporary dis- 
locations in international trade and 
finance. 

The first real effect was to de- 
crease the value in gold of the 
pound and a consequent rise in 
commodity prices in England, 

The British action calls for a 
large amount of readjustment in 
Great Britain, ut has had no ma- 
terial effect on commodity prices 
in the United States. 


Little Effect in JU. S. 

There may be a decrease in im- 
ports, "ut officials here do not ex- 
pect it to have any appreciable ef- 
fect in the United States, as only a 
small amount of American goods 
shipped fo England are out of the 
luxury class, except raw materials 
such as cotton and wheat. It is be- 
lieved the movement will have no 
real. effect in the United States and 
will definitely improve conditions 
in England. 

There were no large bank bal- 
ances in the »ames of Americans or 
American banks in London, 50 
there has been no loss of any con- 
sequence from that source. 

The English Government has 
temporarily abandoned the gold 
standard before. It did so during 
the World War and for a number 
of years afterward. The United 
States was far from the gold stand- 
ard in its currency issues for a 
number of years after the Civil 


War. 


British Pound at $4.077 at Opening 
of Paris Bourse,

TWO FLYERS KILLED 
WHEN MILITIA SHIP 


man and Lieut. Philip P. 
Brennan Fatally Hurt 
During Night Maneuver. 


PLANE WRECKED 
NEAR FULTON, MO. 


Craft Runs Into Heavy 
Rain Squall and Goes 
Down While Second Ma- 
chine Gets Home Safely. 


Two officers of the Thirty-fifth 
Division Air Service, Missouri Na- 
tional Guard, were killed about 
8:15 o’clock last night when their 
military airplane, cau. . in a heavy 
rain squall, crashed on a farm near 
Fulton, Mo. 

They were Lieut. Chauncey D. 
Yeoman, 35 years old, La Crosse, 
Kan., the pilot, who resided at the 
North Side Y. M. C. A.; and-Lieut. 
Philip P. Brennan, 22 years old, ob- 
server, 3950 North Market street, a 
civil engineer employed by the 
Board of Public Service. 

Farmers near the scene of the 
crash t.ld Callaway County officials 
they heai. the plane circling over- 
head during a heayy local thunder- 
storm, and finally a crash as it 
struck the ground, appr ‘tly with 
its engine still turning over at 
cruising speed. 

This indicated that Lieut. Yeo- 
man lost his bearings, either 
through rain on his goggles or other 
cause connected with the storm, 
and flew into the ground before he 
had time to regain a safe altitude 
or fly out of the : quall. 

Another Plane With Them. 

The officers left Lambert-St. 
Louis Field shortly after 7 p. m., 
bound for Columbia, where Lieut. 
Brennan, a pilot as well as an ob- 
server, was to get in touch by ra- 
dio with the headquarters com- 
pany of the 128th Field Artillery. 

Accompanying them was anoth- 
er plane piloted by Lieut. Ray Kut- 
terer, 5247 Wabada avenue, with 
Lieut. Stanley Gerding, 5008 Scan- 
lon place, as observer. The sky 
was clear overhead, but there were 
storm clouds and lightning to the 
northwest as the planes left the 
field in formation with Lieut. Kut- 
terer leading. 

Lieut. Kutterer said on his re- 
turn that they passed through scat- 
tered scud and low clouds on the 
way westward but were still flying 
above 1000 feet when they sud- 
denly ran into the squall near Ful- 
ton. 

Ship Found After an Hour. 

Kutterer turned steeply, revers- 
ing his direction and heading back 
for St. Louis to outrun. the storm. 
Lieut. Yeoman followed him 
through part of the turn, then 
swung wide and disappeared from 
view in the storm cloud, which was 
resting almost on the ground. : 

Kutterer and Gerding returned to 
Lambert-St. Louis Field safely, 
landing ‘shortly after 9 o'clock. 
Meanwhile, Mrs. Maurice Duncan, 
wife of the farmer on ‘whose place 
Yeoman and Brennan crashed, had 
heard a plane circling overhead 
and then a heavy crash. 


Immediately she summoned Cor- 


oner R. G. Hall. After an hour's 
search the plane was found. Both 
officers were dead. Lieut. Yeo- 


man, first removed from the wreck- 
age, was identified by a letter in 
his pocket. Lieut. Brennan's body 
was removed a half hour later. 
‘Yeoman a War Veteran. 

Lieut. Yeoman was in the Air 
Service during the war as an in- 
structor, and after several years 
away from flying returned to it as 
an instructor for Parks Air Col- 
lege, south of East St. Louis. Of 
recent months he had no civilian 
occupation. He was the son of W. 
A. Yeoman of La Crosse. 

Lieut. Brennan was well known 
to visitors at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field for his exhibition parachute 
jumps. His brother, Sergt. John 
B. Brennan, is:also a piember of the 
flying organization, which has been 
carrying out night flying missions 
as part of its regular Monday eve- 
ning training period. 

Both officers were unmarried. 
Lieut. Yeoman’s body is to be sent 
this evening to his home at La 
Crosse, where funeral services wiil 
be held Thursday or Friday. lieut.

LONDON, Sept. 22. — Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer Philip Snow- 
den, who sponsored the gold pay- 
ment suspension measure in Parlia- 
ment to meet the British financial 
crisis, went on the air last night to 
assure the nation that the fall in 
the pound sterling would be“‘limit- 
ed” and to invoke its confidence in 
the Government's abiity to weather 
the crisis. 

The consequences of the suspen- 
sion, he said, “‘are bound to be dis- 
agreeable. In some ways they may 
be serious, but they will not be 


catastroph'. The pound will not 
zo the way of the (post-war) 
france ur the mark. 

“The British budget is now the 
most securely balanced budget in

the world. There is no longer any | 


risk of an internal inflation and 
there ai- no longer any grounds for 
distrusting the essential soundness 
of our financial position.” 

He expressed regret at the plight 
of some Americans among other 
foreigners “who still have money 
deposited here and will be able to 
take it back—if they wish to take 
it back—in depreciated pounds, and 
will therefore suffer a loss in terms 
of their own currencies. 

Acted to Avert Loss. 

“We deplore that loss and have 
done all we can to avert it. We did 
not hesitate to impose upon our 
own people heavy burdens ani 
drastic sacrifices so as to remove 
any ground of reproach that our 
own budgetary position had con- 
tributed to the fall of the pound. 

“But for the great, majority of 
our people in Great Britain there is 
no cause for alarm or panic. I 
want to say most emphaticall? 
there is not the slightest cause for 
anxiety about the money you have 
in banks, or your mouer in savings 
banks. Avoid a panic. 

“4 panic can spread without 
reason, and with serious conse- 
quences; so avoid it. I appeal to 
the whole nation to meet what lies 
before it with the spirit in which 
we have met far more serious dif- 
ficulties in the past. Let us all 
keep cool heads and steady 
nerves.” 

From his chair in front of a 
microphone at his residence, 11 
Downing Street, the Chancellor 
said he hoped “no one will be so 
silly as to indulge in panicky buy- 
ing and hoarding of commodities 
in the fear that they may shortly 
rise in price. The Government 
made exhaustive inquiries and we 
found that we are well stocked in 
this country with supplies of all 
the essentials of life.” 

It was then the Chancellor de- 
clared that profiteering would be 
“sharply dealt with.” 

He said: “The man who at- 
tempts to profiteer in the present 
situation will commit ai crime 
against the community—a crime of 
a particularly contemptible sort.” 


Appeal to Patriotism. 


He appealed to the peopie not to 
purchase investments or foreign 
currencies which they did not need, 
declaring this would be not only 
unpatriotic but also “extremely 
foolish.” The pound, he said, is 
not going to get out of hand and 
the Government still has large re- 
sources which can be employed to 
check any excessive fall. 

“Let me appeal to those people 
who may be contemplating foreign 
travel for the purpose of pleasure,” 
he said, “to refrain from it at this 
critical juncture, if they possibly 
can, and British nationals who are 
abroad would render a service to 
the country by returning home and 
spending their money here. The 
Government will take every step to 
safeguard and build up our posi- 
tion anew.” 

Commenting then on what he 
calied the unequal distribution of 
the world’s supply of gold, he said 
that this undoubtedly contributed 
to the crisis, and that the British 
Government would willingly have 
called an international conference 
to study ways of ameliorating the 
situation, “but it was made abun- 
dantly clear to us that any pro- 

posal of this kind would be un- 
welcome to some other Powers and 
therefore doomed to failure. 

“It may .be that the present 
crisis will bring home to those who 
have hitherto been reluctant to 
enter into a discuasion of this mat- 
ter, the present necessity for con- 
certed action, and His Majesty’s 
Government will certainly miss no 
opportunity tO emphasize its ur- 
gency and importance. 

“We mean tc do our duty. You 
can do yours by not getting rattled. 
by carrying on calmly and steadily 
with your daily occupations in con- 
fidence. Britain will emerge from 
the present crisis—as she has 
emergod from graver emergencies 
in the past—a stronger and more 
prosperous nation than before.” 


|Why Britain Had 
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to Drop Gold 


- Standard and Probable Results 
If It Fails to Restore It Later 


Critical Money Situation is Painful Symptom 
of Serious Disease, the Upset of the 
World’s Economy.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—-There 
are many conclusions to be drawn 


from the English financial crisis. 
and the chief of these is that fi- 
nancial action alone will not cure 
the world depression. Political ac- 
tion is required—action that will 
strike to the roots of the trouble. 
The world is suffering from, among 
other things, the terrific burden of 
its armaments, from high tariff 
barriers in this and other countries, 
from war debts and reparations. 
These are economic questions; they 
are also political. Neither in the do- 
mestie nor in the international field 
can economic problems be dealt 
with in a vacuum; they are the very 
stuff of which politics is made. It 
is absurd, for example, to say that 
the tariff can be taken out of pol- 
itics, 

Struggle to Sustain Pound. 
England tried valiantly to keep 
the pound sterling at pre-war pari- 
ty. It was a matter of pride with 
the nation to keep it there. She 
bolstered it with credits from 
bankers of the United States and 
France as long as she could. But 
the relentless march of economic 
events has now defeated the effort, 
and England, temporarily at least, 
has gone off the gold standard that 
she re-established after the war. She 
has had to choose, some economists 
say, between her futile struggle to 
remain the leading banker of the 
world and the intensification of 
her effort to rehabilitate her indus- 
tries. She has chosen the latter 
course. Financially, she accepts for 
the time being the position ef a 
second-rate Power. 

It would have done England no 
good to keep on borrowing gold 
in the United States. Under her 
war obligations to this country 
and her unfavorable trade balance, 
the gold would have flowed back. 

Perilous Outflow of Gold, 

What caused the decision of the 
Nationalist Government in England 
to suspend gold payments? The 
answer is, as the Government 
stated in its formal announcement, 
the depletion of the gold reserve 
in the Bank of England. The drain 
on the reserve had continued till 
the Government dared not let it 
goon. Since July 2. the gold hold- 
ings of the bank had dropped from 
164,000,000 pounds to 130,000,090. 
They were in danger of being com- 
pletely drained out, in which event 
the pound sterling would have 
gone the way of the German mark 
after the war. ‘The Government 
stepped in and suspended that part 
of the gold standard act of 1925 
which required the Bank of En- 
gland to sell gold bullion at a fixed 
price. 

The Bank of England is prac- 
tically a part of the British Gov- 
ernment. It has a unique relation 
to the state. It was founded in 
1694 for the purpose of lending 
the Government 1,200,000 pounds 
for the prosecution of the war with 
France, and in return for this 
loan it received valuable privileges. 
Ever since that time the manage- 
ment of the British national debt 
has been entrusted to it. By an 
act of 1844 it became the sole 
source of legal tender notes, and 
it still enjoys a practical monopoly 
of the note-issuing privilege ‘n 
England. It is the Government's 
banker and the banker of the other 
banks of England; it holds the de- 
posits of the Government and ad- 
vances money to it when necessary, 
and it aids in the collection of the 
public revenue. 

Redistribution of Gold Needed. 

Gold is the basis of the money 
system of the world. We have far 
too much of it for our own good; 
England has too little. Gold has 
been piling up in the United States 
in the last few years till we have 
$5,000,000,000 of it, or nearly halt 
the monetary gold supply of the 
world. France has close to $2,- 
500,000,000. These two countries, 
with 8 per cent of the population 
of the world, have practically 75 
per cent of its monetary gold. 
There is 25 per cent left for 42 
other countries. England has 6% 
per cent. One of the great prob- 
lems before the world’s statesmen 
today is how to redistribute this 
gold in a way that will promote 
trade. Tariff barriers are one ob- 
stacle to this distribution. If tar- 
iff barriers in the United States 
keep the other nations from pay- 
ing us in goods they must pay in 
gold, and hence the unwanted sup- 
ply keeps on piling up. 

How France Uses Its Gold. 

France is making victorious war 
with gold. She moves her gold 
about Europe as Napoleon moved 
his armies and with similar results. 
Between March and May she 
strengthened her hold on her al- 
lies, Rumania, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Poland and Jugo-Slavia, by French 
bankers’ loans. In July she vir- 
tually served notice on Berlin that 
Germany could get outside finan- 
cial aid only at the price of sur- 
rendering the German demands for 
revision of the peace treaties and 
for French disarmament. Hun- 
gary was brought under her influ- 
ence tn August by a loan of $25,- 
000,000, most of which came from 
French bankers, and it is now re- 
ported that she will extend finan- 
cial aid to Austria as a reward for 
abandoning the proposed German- 
Austrian customs union. 

Thus the new war of gold divides 
Europe into hostile camps and in- 
creases the danger of a war of 
arms. 


| The gold situatton in the world, 


bad though :t is, is not the funda- 
mental trouble. The disease lies in 
the world’s economy. . America’s 
and France's overplus of the gold 
supply, together with the corre- 
sponding shortage in the other 
countries, ts a symptom of the dis- 
ease. It is like the rash which be- 
tokens an inner disorder in the 
body. In itself, again like the rash, 
it is painful enough, and it may ag- 
gravate the disease, but the cure 
must b> more than skin-deep. 

In attempting to balance her na- 
tional budget and to bring about a 
more .avorable trade balance, En- 
gland wisely is attacking the dis- 
ease Which has upset her whole 
economic system. Hence the emer- 
gence of the tariff issue, though 
this, for the present, appears to be 
in abeyance because of the expecta- 
tion that the fall in the valuo of the 
pound will automatically increase 
foreign purchases in Great Britain 
and decrease the amount of goods 
she buys abroad. 


It is to be remembered, too, in 
any consideration of England's 
plight, that she funded her war 
debt to the United States on terms 
more rigc-ous than those exacted 
of any other debtor. As Chancellor 
Snowden -said yesterday, although 
the ritish debt represents but 41 
per cent of the total war debts ow- 
ing this country, Britain has paid 
83 per cent of the total which the 
United States has received on the 
debts. Again, Britain has been in 
the unique position of maintaining 
her free trade policy while the 
other nations of the world have 
built their tariff walls higher and 
higher. 


No Law on Reserves. 
England, for centuries the great 
banker nation of the world, has al- 


ways been able to get along with a 
relatively small amount of gold. 
The amount of her reserves against 
note issues is not fixed by law, as 
it is in the United States, but de- 
pends on the judgment of the Gov- 
ernment at any give: time. Gold 
does not circulate in E.agland or 
anywhere else in Eurcpe, and it cir- 
culates very little in the United 
States. It is simply the foundation 
stone on which the credit structure 
is built. When a Government is on 
the gold standard, as this country 
is, it undertakes to redeem its other 
currency in gold and to maintain 
such currency at ,old parity. The 
United States is able t. pay out gold 
coin on demand and the promise to 
do so is printed on every Federal 
Reserve note, on every gold certifi- 
cate and on $16,000,000,000 worth 
of Government bonds. The same 
promise is in the ..w with respect 
to our greenbacks, against which 
the Treasury keeps a substantial 
gold reserve. Interest and princi- 
pal un the obligations of the United 
States Government are payable in 
gold coin, and there is also a great 
volume of other bonds issued by 
corporations, municipalities and 
foreign Governments, which specify 
“gold coin of the United States, of 
the presei.: weight and fineness.” 


Need of Rescrves, 
But no Government need limit 


its note issues to the amount of its 
hoarded gold. We require in the 


United States, for example, re- 
serves of 40 per cent against Fed- 
eral Reserve notes and 35 per cent 
against deposits. On Sept. 16, the 
combined ratio of the total reserves 
of the Federal Reserve banks to 
deposits and Federal Reserve note 
liabilities was 78.4 per cent. 

We do not need all the gold that 
we have. Gold is not the only 
asset of a bank; it is merely the 
most liquid asset. Dr. B. M. And- 
erson, economist of the Chase Na- 
tional Bank of New York, has writ- 
ten on this subject of bank re- 
serves: “A commercial bank with 
gold reserves of 25 per cent against 
its deposits, but with the rest of its 
assets in slow real estate mort- 
gages, could easily be put in jeop- 
ardy or wrecked. A 25 per cent 
decline in its deposits would ex- 
haust its cash. But a commercial 
bank with 10 per cent gold reserve, 
30 per cent in prime acceptances, 
15 per cent in Government securi- 
ties, and 45 per cent in three to six 
months’ commercial loans, would 
be impregnable.” 

The gold reServe in the Bank of 
England, when the Cabinet took 
its decision to stop the outflow, was 
about $650,000,00¢. Notes in cir- 


| culation amounted to $1,750,000,- 
000. There was thus about 30 per 
cent gold coverage. The trouble 
was that the reserve, which had 
been whittled down by more than 
$100,000,000 in the course of a 
year, was in danger of being wiped 
out, and as the official British 
statement. said, it had become “in- 
advisable,” in view of contingen- 
cles which might have to be met, 
to allow it to be further reduced. 

The drain on England became 
severe last July. Continental 
,banking centers affected by the 
crisis in Germany began to draw 
on their balances in London. Of 
late there have been heavy with- 
drawals by interests in Holland, 
Switzerland and Sweden. © Pressure 
has come also from South Ameri- 
can countries. In addition, there 
has been a “flight from the pound” 
in Great Britain itself. Alarmed 
at the general state of affairs; 
Britons have been selling pounds 
and buying the exchanges of other 
countries. The failure of the last 
Government to balance the budget, 
the chronically adverse British 
trade balance, the recent unrest in 
the British n-vy—all these things 
have had the cumulative effect of 
lessening confidence in the pound 
sterling. London bankers must 
take some of the blame. They bor- 
rowed cheap money in New York 
and Paris and lent it at high rates 
to Germany. They helped to sow 
the wind and they are reaping the 
whirlwind. 

Maintaining Gold Standard. 

Maintenance of the gold standard 
by a nation requires tnat gold shall 
be sold from the central banks or 
treasuries on request at a fixed 
price. When England forbade 
further sales from the Bank of 
England, she went temporarily off 
the gold standard, and the value of 
the pound sterling began to fall. 

The result cannot be foretold. 
England may seek, after the pres- 
ent crisis has passed, to get the 
pound back to the pre-war parity 
of $4.8665, as she did, by heroic 
effort, in 1925, or she may valorize 
it at a lower level as Franc: did 
with the franc after the war, or, 
conceivably, she may stay off the 
gold standard. 

If she remains on the gold 
standard and accepts a lower level 
for the pound, she will Le doing 
what an important school of eco- 
nomists in England thinks she 
should do. It is the belief of this 
school that England imposed too 
great a burden on industry when 
she brought the pound back to par- 
ity in 1925. Valorization at a low- 
er level, they point out, would re- 
duce the burden of Britain's in- 
ternal indebtedness and bring 
about a degree of inflation which, 
they assert, would prove a stimulus 
to industry. 

Standard in Danger. 

It is the third possibility — that 
Britain will abandon the gold 
standard—that gives grave concern 
to Washington. There is no getting 
around the fact that the _ gold 
standard is in danger. We have 
seen that the United States and 
France hold 75 per cent of the 
world’s supply of monetary gold. 
If the gold standard should be 
abandoned by the rest of the world, 
through its inability to get gold, 
there would pe a period of inter- 
national confusion, the end of 
which no responsible official is 
willing to predict. 

Some observers profess to see the 
handwriting on the wall in the re- 
cent exchange of coffee and wheat 
between the United States and 
Brazil. The world is getting back, 
they say, to primitive methods of 
barter. 

Another important point to be 
borne in mind is this: Great 
Britain may have taken in her 
hand a whip against France— 
France is fighting with her gold. 
That is her great weapon today. Is 
it not possible, some observers are 
asking, that Great Britain, by 
threatening to throw the gold 
standard overboard, may persuade 
France to soften her demands on 
Germany? The irritation between 
Germany and France is one of the 
most disquieting factors in the 
world today. No real progress can 
be made toward the economic and 
political stabilization of Europe 
until this sore spot has been re- 
moved. 

Why Gold Fiows to U. S. 

How does the United States come 
to possess one-half the world’s gold 
supply? One reason is the flow of 
gold in payment of the war debts. 
Another is the constant balance of 
trade in our favor, and joined with 
this is the fact that the rest of the 
world, unable to scale our high 
tariff wall with its goods, must 
pay us in gold. The movement of 
investment funds into the United 
States is also a factor. Foreign in- 
vestors have bought heavily in the 
United States because of lack of 
confidence in the securities of their 
Own countries. Only as Europe is 
stabilized and confidence in her fu- 
ture restored can the gold supply 
from this source be shut off.

For Three Party Cabinet.

U. S. and France Could Not Extend 
More Credits. 

In explaining the situation in the 
House of Commons late yesterday, 
Chancellor Snowden said that, on 
last Saturday night, word came 
from the Bank of England that 
the recent huge credits which Great 
Britain obtained in France and the 
United States were exhausted. 

“Unfortunately, we could not pre- 
sent a united front,” he said, refer- 
ring to the Government’s position 
and the Laber opposition.

The further credit, he said, did 
not prove sufficient to stem the 
drain of Great Britain’s gold. “Last

When informed of Great Brit- 
ain’s position on Friday, he said, 
France and the United States were 
sympathetic, but could not extend 
more credits, and the suspension 
of the gold standard was the only 
way the situation could be met. 

He then requested the Commons 
to rush the Government's bill 
through all stages. “I do this with 
no light heart,” he said. “Our ac- 
tion ne doubt will have wide reper- 
cussions and will increase dislo- 
cation and instability tor the time 
belng in international trade, but 
at the same time there is no need 
to exaggerate the difficulty. 

“Apart from a temporary panic, 
and sales under a temporary panic, 
pwhich may, of course, have to be 
reckoned with, I see no reason why 
the pound sterling should depre- 
ciate to any substantial extent, or 
for any length of time, provided— 
and this is vital—that the finances 
of our country are administered 
with proper care. 

“We Must Get Together.” 

“We must get together as a na- 
tion and set to work to build up 
prosperity anew. It is the duty 
of everyone to keep cool and not 
to aggravate the situation by a 
panic. If we do this, our inherent 
strength will pull us through these 
temporary emergencies.” 

In reviewing Britain’s financial 
record, Snowden said other coun- 
tries could not afford to challenge 
or condemn. Regarding the 
United States,” he said, ‘““‘we export- 
ed to America during and immedi- 
ately after the war gold valued at 
£322,000,000 (approximately $1,- 
600,000,000) in discharge of our 
obligations. Then we proceeded to 
fund our war debt to the United 
States and under the basis of that 
settlement we have paid $1,352,- 
000,000, representing 30 per cent 
of the debt on the date of funding. 
“Although the British debt to 
the United States represents only 
41 per cent of the total war debts 
owing that country, our payments 
to the United States represent 387 
per cent of the total payments 
America has received in war debts.” 
The Chancellor then reviewed 
Great Britain’s finanical relations 
with France. “America and 
France,” he said, “taken together, 
have now acquired three-quarters 
of the entire stock of gold of the 
world. They have buried it in 
their vaults, where ft is sterilized 
and useless for the purpose of pro- 
moting international trade. 

“We should not overlook, how- 
ever, the help we receive from 
France and America. The credits 
we could have raised would have 
little more than disguised the symp- 
toms. They could do nothing to 
remedy the disease.”

WINS HALF OF $50,000 
ESTATE LEFT 10 LODGE 


Son of Pair Wed in Handshake 
Ceremony Succeeds in 
Court Fight. 


Alexander H. H. Stratton of Mil- 
waukee, Wis., is entitled to half of 
the $50,000 estate left to Masonic 
Organizations by Henry Hiram 
Stratton, a_ stationary engineer, 
who died at 5722 Bartmer avenue 
in 1925, Federal Judge Faris ruled 
today.

The Quakers are good peo- 
ple and what is good enough for 
them is good enough for us. We 
don’t need any other wedding.’ ”’ 

“If’ her testimony is to be be- 

lieved,’’ Judge Faris said in bis 
opinion, “there was a common law 
marriage. Her good reputation ov2r 
a period of years, her long contin- 
ued service in the Salvation Army, 
and the fact that she left Stratton 
immediately on learning that he 
had another wife, all spoke favor- 
ably for her. 
“All of the testimony shows that 
the testator seems to have been, at 
least in his dealings with women, 
a thoroughgoing scoundrel.” 

Mrs. Glaeser, who was working 
in a laundry by day and doing Sa'- 
vation Army work by night when 
she met Stratton, testified that they 
came to St. Louis in 1893, and 
twins were born, but died soon after 
birth. The following year, she said, 
she was again an expectant moth- 
er, and asked Stratton to have 
their marriage legally confirmed. 
He told her then, she said, that he 
had a wife in New York. 

“T left him and returned to Mil- 
waukee, where Alezander was 
born,” Mrs. Glaeser testified.

Coroner George K. Vanderslice’s 
certified report, filed yesterday, 
gave for the first time @efinite in- 
formation of evidence the parents 
of Mrs. Jenny Graham Kane of- 
fered to support the theory that

The writer of the mysterious let- 
ters signed “Betty” was identified 
yesterday by her mother as Mrs. 
Elizabeth H. Dahl, New York. The 
Coroner said the letters were an 
important factor in the return of a 
murder verdict. 

Mrs. Phoebe Harris, the mother, 
said at her home in Philatielphia 
that her daughter had written the 
letters, but that the wrong impres- 
sion had been given by quotations 
from them. She told of an alleged 
attachment between Mrs. Dah! and 
Prof. Kane, but said it had ended. 
Her daughter believed in the inno- 
cence of the accused man and was 
prepared to stand by him in his 
trial, although now engaged to an- 
other man, the mother said. 


Statements of Victim’s Parents. 


Conflicting with this claim of a 
harmless friendship and innocent 
correspondence’ were the _§ state- 
ments of Mr. and Mrs. W. C. Gra- 
ham at the Coroner's inquest. 

Graham testified his daughter 
had told him she feared something 
might happen, “but I will die be- 
fore this woman shall have him.” 
Mrs. Graham told of a marriage 
relationship marred by the hus- 
band's alleged attachment to a 
woman named “Betty” with a last 
name something like “Dodd.” who 
wrote “lots of letters that a nfar- 
ried man should not receive.” 

“Many times.” Mrs. Graham tes3- 
tified, “she wrote that she longed 
for him to get rid of his wife ani 
comé to her. She was a divorced 
woman and she lived with him in 
camp before he went overseas.” 

Mrs. Graham also told of Mrs. 
Kane’s effort to lave her accom- 
pany the Kanes oa the mornirs 
of the tragedy. “I did not know 
why she didn’t want to go, but 
she came pleading to ask me to go 
with them and I _ didn’t under- 
stand,” her statement said. 

The Coroner’s report also con- 
tains the statement of Prof. Kane 
that his wife was drowned acci- 
dentally in spite of his frantic ef- 
forts to save and then to resusci- 
tate her. It had, too, the testi- 
mony of his father, Dr. Evan 
O'Neill Kane, noted Pennsylvania 
surgeon, who told of treating Mr-. 
Kane for a heart ailment and sug- 
gested that a heart attack might 
have led to her death. 

To “Stand By” Prof. Kane. 


Mrs. Harris told newspaper men 
at Philadelphia that Mrs. Dahl, a 
divorcee of about 40, would “stand 
by” Kane, and that contents of the 
letter would be interpreted at the 
trial. 

Dr. Kane, Mrs. Harris said, was 
engaged to Mrs. Dahl “long  be- 
fore’ the woman he is accused of 
drowning became his wife. Mrs. 
Dahl was a st@wardess on the liner 
America when it docked Sept. 2, 
her mother said. 

“My daughter is not still in love 
with Dr. Kane,” Mrs. Harris said. 
“She thinks he is a very fine man 
and is broken up over this thing. 
She has said to me time and again 
she knows he did not drown his 
wife.” 

The engagement was broken, 
Mrs. Harris said, because Dr. Kane 
was “so changeable.” She said her 
daughter now was engaged to an- 
other man.

She Is Found in Georgia Woods

Charles M. Curran, 35 years old, an 
acéountant of Jacksonville, Fla., 
was beaten to death on a loncly 
country road near here last night. 
His wife, Mrs. Romie Curran, 320, 
who was found bounc and gagged 
near the body this morning, told 
authorities two Negroes killed Cur- 
ran after robbing them and then 
tied her and left her in the forest. 


Mrs. Curran said she, and her 
husband left Atlanta late yesterday 
to search for her child by a former 
marriage who, she believed, was 
living with her former husband in 
the Fairburn district. 

About 9 o'clock last night, as they 
proceeded along the road, she said, 
the Negroes halted them, ordered 
them from their automobile and 
robbed them. Then they set upon 
Curran, beat him, draggel him into 
a ditch nearby and then dragged 
her into the woods some distance 
from the uutomobile and departed. 

Fox hunters attracted by her 
cries found Mrs. Curran about 3 a. 
m. She had succeeded in removing 
the ,ag from her mouth. She did 
not know her husband had been 
killed until the hunte:i;: cut her 
bonds and she led them to the place 
where the attack toc’ place. 

Later she went back to the forest 
with the Coroner ~-..11 other author- 
ities and re-enacted the attack. She 
said the Negroes took about $200. 

She told “he officers her former 
husband is Lucius Gaddis, a resi- 
dent of this community, and said he 
disappeared about two years ago, 
taking their small daughter with 
him.

The 
other took refuge in a shed, which 
was unroofed without harm to the 
children. 

At Fairfield, Ia., another tor- 
nado damaged farm buildings, but 
none was killed or injured.

MELLON FIRM LOSES 
SUIT OVER PATENTS 


Claim of Aluminum Co. of 
of America to Royalties From 
St. Louis Concern Rejected. 


Federal Judge Faris has decided 
that the Aluminum Co. of Amer- 
ica, a Pittsburg (Pa.) firm con- 
trolled by the Melion interests, is 
not entitled to enforce patent rights 
on piston-casting devices, against 
the Sterling Products Corporation, 
2916 North Market street, St. Louis. 

Five patents were involved in 


the suit, in which an injunction and 
an accounting were asked for. 
Judge Faris’ decision says: “It is 
difficult to invent a thing already 
invented,” and that the Aluminum 
Co.’s claim is based on “mere me- 
chanical art, as contradistinguished 
from originality on which a patent 
might be bottomed.” 

The Aluminum Co. operated un- 
der the patents, obtained 11 years 
ago, charging other manufactur- 
ers a royalty of 1 cent or each au- 
tomobile piston made, until the 
Sterling Co. of St. Louis began op- 
erating on patents obtained by it in 
1925, and refused to pay royalty. 
The Aluminum Co.’s royalties are 
said to have amounted to several 
hundred thousand dollars. 

“The merest glance at the prior 
art,” Judge Faris says in his de- 
cision, “shows that all the consti- 
tuent elements in the patents are 
old. Some of them even g0 
back to the dawn of history, that 
is, the two-shell mold form. The 
most familiar example is the old 
bullet-mold of, the pioneers, though 
the homely waffle-iron may de- 
mand likewise its placs in the art. 

“The law is settled that the old 
art is as open to one person as to 
another. However, when such one 
first picks and chooses certain ele- 
ments from the prior art, and so 
combines them in a machiné that 
a new result, or an old result, is 
brought about, no one else, the 
combiner having secured a patent, 
may combine and use the same 
elements in the same way, to pro- 
duce substantially the same result. 
But anyone else may use any part 
of such old elements, or their 
equivalents, so long as he does not 
infract the several verities of iden- 
tity.” The court then states rules 
of equivalency, from court deci- 
sions. 

“Unnecessary difficulty is put on 
the courts,’ Judge Faris says, “by 
the present practice in the patent 
law. One solicitor may, for ex- 
ample, describe the old Barlow 
knife in language which so differs 
from that of another that both get 
patents for the identical thing. 

“I think it is settled law, and if 
not it ought to be, that no patent 
can be got for an article of either 
nature or manufacture, already in 
existence. For example, I opine 
that cotton or silk, as-an article of 
manufacture, could not be patent- 
ed, because nature has already 
made the one, and the lowly worm 
the other; uor that an automobile 
could now be patented as an article 
of manufacture, because Ford, 
among others, Ras already, it is ru- 
mored, made them.” 

The decision states that alumi- 
num-copper alley pistons were 
made in Indianapolis and in 
Birmingham, England, before the 
Mellon concern got its patents.

They Argue Bonds Will Be 
Taken Off Legal Lists of 
Banks nd _ Insurance 
Firms if Request Is Denied 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 22. — The 


Interstate Commerce Commission 
was asked today to grant the rail- 
roads an emergency rate increase 
pending a comprehensive investi- 
gation of every form of transporta- 


tion. 
Greenville Clark of New York, ap- 


pearing in the 15 per cent rate 


increase case in behalf of holders 
of railroad securities who are fa- 
yoring the increase, proposed the 
emergency action and. the study. 
Clark proposed that the _ rail- 
roads, trucks, busses, airplanes, 
oastwise steamers and other steam- 
ship lines be inquired into. , 
He suggested that -the investi- 
gating commission be composed of 
members of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, the Secretary 
of the Treasury, the Governor of 
the Federal Reserve Board, mem- 
bers of the Interstate Commerce 
committees of the House and Sen- 
ate, and representatives of shippers 
and of the railroad managements. 
Clark and Charles E. Hughes Jr., 
representing holders of railroad 
bonds, told the commission in their 
arguments for the increase that 
railroad credit had collapsed as a 
result of. declining earnings. 
. How Bonds Are Affected. 
They argued that the situation 
warranted emergency action and 
the undertaking of an effort to 
work a permanent plan of stabil- 
izing railroad credit. They con- 
tended the stability of railroad 
bonds was dependent upon a rate 
increas2. 
Hughes asserted that over three- 
fourths of the railroad bonds now 
legal investments for trustees, sav- 
ings ‘banks and insurance compa- 
nies, would be taken off Iegal lists 
at the end of this year unless the 
railroads secure relief. 
“Class AAA railroad bonds have 
dropped 3% per cent under the 
situation,” Hughes said: “Class 
AA bonds are off 4414 per cent 
and Class A bonds 53 per cent 
while other issues of the railroads 
are similarly weak. The shrinkage 
in stock values also has affected 
the equity behind the bonds.” 
Hughes said there were more 
than $7,000,000,000 worth of rail- 
road bonds now on legal lists. Of 
this amount, he said, 77 per cent 
will come off the lists at the end 
of the year because the railroads 
issuing them will not earn 1% 
times their fixed charges, as re- 
quired. 

Paying Bond May Fail. 

Hughes said savings banks 
placed their first reserves in real 
estate mortgages but that a sec- 
ondary reserve Of 30 to 40 per 
cant of their assets were invested 
in bonds which could be converted 
quickly into cash. 

“A bond may pay its coupon 
regularly every six months without 
failure and yet be a complete 
failure,” said Hughes. “No bank 
can afford to invest its secondary 
reserve in bonds, no matter how 
safe they might be, that could be 
| Sold only at a loss if they had to 
be disposed of quickly to meet an 
emergency.” 

Commercial banks, he added. 
need to keep their reserves in even 
more fluid assets than savings 
banks. 

“It has become apparent,” 
Hughes continued, “that railroad 
bonds are ‘fair weather’ securi- 
ties. Banks and investors of that 
type do not buy such securities.” 

Clark contended that under the 
law the commission had no alter- 
native but to grant the increase. 
He expressed belief that the com- 
mission had no right to question 
whether the proposed rates would 
produce the revenue predicted by 
the railroads.

They Argue Bonds Will Be |: 
Taken Off Legal Lists of 


Banks 
Firms if Request Is Denied

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22. — The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
was asked today to grant the rail- 


} -|roads an emergency rate increase 
pending a comprehensive investi- 


gation of every form of transporta- 


tion. 
Greenville Clark of New York, ap- 


pearing in the 15 per cent rate 


increase case in behalf of holders 
of railroad securities who are fa- 
voring the increase, proposed the 
emergency action and the study. 
Clark proposed that the _rail- 
roads, trucks, busses, airplanes, 
oastwise steamers and other steam- 
ship_lines be inquired into, 

He suggested that -the investi- 
gating commission be composed of 
members of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, the Secretary 
of the Treasury, the Governor : of 
the Federal Reserve Board, mem- 
bers of the Intefstate Commerce 
committees of the House and Sen- 
ate, and representatives of shippers 
and of the railroad managements. 
Clark and Charles E. Hughes Jr., 
representing holders of railroad 
bonds, told the commission in their 
arguments for the increase that 
railroad credit had collapsed as a 
result of declining earnings. 

How Bonds Are Affected. 

They argued that the situation 
warranted emergency action and 
the undertaking of an effort to 
work a permanent plan of stabil- 
izing railroad credit. They con- 
tended the stability of railroad 
bonds was dependent upon a rate 
increase. 

Hughes asserted that over three- 
fourths of the railroad bonds now 
legal investments for trustees, sav- 
ings ‘banks and insurance compa- 
nies, would be taken off legal lists 
at the end of this year unless the 
railroads secure relief. 

“Class AAA railroad bonds have 
dropped 3% per cent under the 
situation,” Hughes said: “Class 
AA bonds are off 44% per cent 
and Class A bonds 53 per cent 
while other issues of the railroads 
are similarly weak. The shrinkage 
in stock values also has affected 
the equity behind the bonds.” 
Hughes said there were more 
than $7,000,000,000 worth of rail- 
road bonds now on legal lists. Of 
this amount, he said, 77 per cent 
will come off the lists at the end 
of the year because the railroads 
issuing them will not earn 1% 
times their fixed charges, as re- 
quired. . 

- Paying Bond May Fail. 

Hughes said savings banks 
placed their first reserves in real 
estate mortgages but that a sec- 
ondary reserve of 30 to 40 per 
cant of their assets were invested 
‘Mn bonds which could be converted 
quickly into cash. 

“A bond may pay its coupon 
regularly every six months without 
failure and yet be a complete 
failure,” said Hughes. “No bank 
can afford to invest its secondary 
reserve in bonds, no matter how 
safe they might be, that could be 
sold only at a loss if they had to 
be disposed of quickly to meet an 
emergency.” . 

Commercial banks, he added, 
need to keep their reserves in even 
more fluid assets than savings 
banks. 

“It has become apparent,” 
Hughes continued, “that railroad 
bonds are ‘fair weather’ securi- 
ties. Banks. and investors of that 
type do not buy such securities.” 

Clark contended that under the 
law the commission had no alter- 
native but to grant the increase. 
He expressed belief that the com- 
mission had no right to question 
whether the proposed rates would 
produce the revenue predicted by 
the railroads.

DR. W. W. YEN APPOINTED 
CHINESE MINISTER TO U, S; 


Former Premier Accepts Post Be- 
cause of Troubled Situation 

in Manchuria.

NANKING, China, Sept. 22.— 
Chinese Nationalist Government to- 
day announced the appointment of 
Dr. W. W. Yen, Premier of the-old 
Peiping government, as Minister to 
the United States.

The reply brief of the street car

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BRITAIN SUSPENDS GOLD PAYMENTS. 

The suspension of gold payments by the Bank of 
England, though ‘foreshadowed by the unfavorable 
turn in English affairs during past weeks, comes as 
a severe blow to world confidence at a critical time. 
The phrase, “safe as the Bank of England,” has for 
so many years been a synonym for conservatism and 
stability that this action seems like the collapse of 
the very keystone of credit. Yet the fact that England 
has been in economic difficulties for some time, and 
that London in recent years has not held the pre 
dominance in finance it had before 1914, makes the 
event less startling than it: would have been in the 
pre-war world. 

The decision to suspend payments came as the 
result of she withdrawal of $1,000,000,000 in funds 
from the London market within the past two months. 
Although a large part of this drain was met by the 
obtaining of short term credits abroad by the Gov- 
ernment and the Bank of England; the gold reserves 
of the bank suffered an alarming decrease. For 
decades before the war, London was the world’s finan- 
cial center. HEyen the increasing importance of New 
York, and the shift of much of the long-term financ- 
ing to that city, failed to shake the hold of London 
on the financing of interfiational trade. 

Despite the increasing use of dollar exchange, much 
of the world’s trade is still financed in sterling. 
Banks and merchants in every port on the seven seas 
have kept London balances, always confident that 
they could withdraw them on a moment’s notice. This 
meant that the world could at any time call on En- 
gland for amounts far beyond that country’s gold 
stock. But in the heyday of England's financial great- 
ness this was not a source of danger, for a slight 
increase in the Bank of England’s discount rate was 
sufficient to stop any serious withdrawal of funds. 

But the doubts in many circles as to the economic 
future of England, accentuated by the failure to bal- 
ance the budget, the political crigis and the difficul- 
ties in the navy, contributed to a general movement 
for the withdrawal of funds that was too great to 
be stopped by ordinary measures. This suspension 
of payments does net affect any obligations that are 
payable in foreign currencies. But if the pound de 
preciates on the foreign exchanges, as seems likely, 
all foreigners holding obligations payable in sterling 
will lose. 

It is the announced intention of the British Gov- 
ernment to resume gold payments as soon as condl- 
tions permit. However, an influential group in En- 


ard Keynes, opposed the return to the gold standard 
in 1925, and many elements in the Labor party were 
not enthusiastic about the action taken by the Bald- 
win Government at that time. Doubts have already 
been expressed in financial circles as to whether En- 
gland will ever go back to the gold standard at the 
old parity. 

Although England has on-more than one occasion 
had the last laugh on those who made pessimistic 
prophecies, and eventual devaluation of the pound is 
not an impossibility, such an action seems more 
likely than the adoption of bimetalism, or of a “man- 
aged currency” freed from all connection with gold, 
as Keynes has advocated. 

Whatever the final outcome, the suspension brings 
home in a dramatic way that all is not well with 
England’s economic world. 
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BOOK MARKET NOTE. 

It is a pleasure to report a substantial increase in 
an early issue of' Hoover literary stock. According 
to the director of te Engineering Societies’ Library, 
copies of Mr. and Mrs. Hoover's translation (1912) of 
“De Re Metallica,” Agricola’s medieval treatise on 
mining, have advanced in price from $7 two years 
ago to amounts ranging as high as $200 today. A 
later issue, “American Ind{ividualism” (1922), unfor- 
tunately has not enjoyed the same rise. 
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. WHO CAUSES THE AUTO DEATHS? 

The recently announced tabulation of motor fatali- 
ties in New York City for the three-year périod, 1927- 
29, leads to some conclusions of value not only in 
that metropolis but elsewhere over the country. Pe- 
destrians, it seems, are growing somewhat more cau- 
tious, for deaths attributed to their carelessness de- 
clined from 43.7 per cent of the total in 1927 to 38.7 
in 1929. Education of children in traffic perils re- 
sulted in reducing fatalities from play activities from 
14.8 to 10.4 per cent in the same period. Loss of 
life classified as due to drivers, such as reckless- 
ness, defective brakes and intoxication, were 4.1 per 
cent in 1927, rose to 4.9 the next year and in 1929 
fell to 3.7. The greatest incregse was in deaths from 
collisions, which swelled from 8.1 to 13.4 per cent of 
the whole in the same perfod. Traffic conditions, such 
as slippery streets and blind corners, also gained as a 
cause of fatalities, from 19.7 to 21.2 per cent. Some 
uncomputable part of this increase must also be laid 
to the drivers, for added caution on their part under 
unfavorable traffic conditions certainly would have 
saved lives. 

The time and the territory covered by these fig- 
ures are, of course, too limited for generalization. 
Nevertheless, it is significant to note how the rec- 
ords for pedestrians and children showed improve- 
ment, that of drivers fluctuated, and that there wag 
an increase in fatal collisions, which are usually due 
to errors by one or both drivers. The. motorist him- 
self is disclosed in these figures as the factor in 
greatest need of missionary work in the gospel of 
traffic safety, and the same point doubtless holds 
true over the country. Pedestrians and ehildren still 
play a lamentably large part in motor accidents, but 
they at least show a steady improvement. It is with- 
in the power of the driver to reduce the traffic toll, 
which took 32,500 lives in the United States last year.

- WHAT ST. LOUIS ESCAPED. k 

Report just made by its accountants to the Mis- 
sourt Public Service Commission upon financial 
practices of the Empire District Blectric Co. of 
Joplin indicates what St. Louis escaped by refusing 
to extend the street railway franchises of Jake New- 
man and his associates. 

The accountants find that the Empire comp, 7 
Doherty concern, took $1,448,957 of the proceeds of a 
preferred stock sale made for the purpose of improv: 
ing the plant, and transferred this money into an 
account designated.the capital surplus account. From 
this capital surplus account a dividend of $510,000, 
or 17 per cent, was paid on the common stock in 
1927. The point of their criticism is that if this sum 
of $1,448,957 was not used for additions to the plant 
it shoulg have been subtracted from the company’s 
valuation. To distribute it as dividends: on the com- 
mon stock was an obvious impropriety. 

It is jugglery of this sort that has brought the 
utilities into disrepute. The accountants of the com- 
mission found that the Empire company had at in- 
tervals since 1924 transferred $1,600,000 from the 
depreciation to surplus. Part of the transferred 
fufids have also, to some extent, been made the basis 
of dividends. The accountants recommended to the 
commission that managerial‘and engineering fees 
totaling $456,559 in a period of years be disallowed 
as charges against operating costs. Among these 
charges was one usually found in this happy hunting 
ground for profiteers, a payment of $395,759 by the 
Joplin plant and its predecessors to Henry L. Doherty 
& Co. since 1917. This was 5 per cent of construc- 
tion cost, and it went for engineering assistance. The 
Empire company had its own engineers and con- 
struction superintendents, so that it did not require 
these services; but the gentlemen exploiting the 
property required a super-charge upon the concern 
for rate making purposes, which is what this was. 
The Doherty company also collected in the year end- 
ing September, 1930, $60,800 managerial and super- 
visory fees from the Empire company. This is one 
of the gold mines in the utility business, a veritable 
Comstock Lode out of which millions have been 
lifted. 

This was the game of Jake Newman and his asso- 
ciliates in St. Louis when they acquired the street 
railways. It is a common practice of predatory 
financiers to pick up such a property, launch elab- 


from these issues to dividends on the common stock. 
They, of course, hold the common stock. They also 
take money out of the depreciation fund and pay 
dividends with it on the common stock. Such prac- 
tices oftentimes bring the property into bankruptcy, 
as they did the old St. Louis Transit Co. of malodor- 
ous memory. In the washout. of that skulduggery 
some $41,000,000 invested by the public in the num- 
erous issues against the property went down the 
sewers, a total loss. The exploiters took their greedy 
profits and made off with them, leaving the property 
to founder. 

The predicament in which Mr. Newman and his 
associates find themselves is unusual. As a rule, 
these raids are a success, as that of Mr. Newman 
and his associates would have been a success had 
they got their franchises extended at the outset and 
put their stuff out when the markets were good. 

Findings of the commission's accountants in the 
affairs of the Joplin utility show how the trick is 
done. It is a scurvy trick. If it cam be exposed be- 
fore it succeeds, as happened in the case of Mr. New- 
man and his associates, there is a distinctive gain 
for public decency. 


A HAPPY COMPROMISE. 

Mayor Miller's suggestion to the American Le- 
gion that the Municipal Auditorium be built as a me- 
morial to World War soldiers is a sensible one. It 
was originally intended that a separate memorial be 
erected on the plaza, and provision for it was made 
in the 1923 bend issue. However, the cost of ac- 
quiring plaza property has been higher than expect- 
ed and funds for a separate memorial are not avail- 
able. To dedicate the auditorium as a memorial 
would be a happy compromise and, since the Mayor’s 
proposal includes furnishing quarters in the building 
for veterans’ organizations, we trust the latter will 
accept it. If they do not, a new bond issue would 
be necessary and completion of the plaza, already de- 
layed, would be postponed indefinitely. 
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MR. HOOVER AT DETROIT. 

In his eagerness to forestall action by the Ameri- 
can Legion for veterans’ legislation that would 
require further financial outlay, Mr. Hoover last 
Saturday suddenly decided to go to Detroit. His 
speech before the Legion convention, written hastily 
at Rapidan and revised on the train, consisted of 
outlining the financial embarrassment of the 
Treasury and pointing out the dangers of increasing 
Federal expenditures at this time. 

There can hardly be any dispute as to the sound- 
ness of the President’s argument. The Government 
has been lavish in its provision for disabled veterans 
and the last Congress made it possible for ex-soldiers 
to borrow 50 per cent of the face value of their 
adjusted compensation certificates, In view of what 
already has been done and of the Treasury deficit, 
further demands could hardly be justified. 

We wonder, however, whether Mr. Hoover was not 
unduly alarmed about the situation. There are, of 
course, numerous individuals in the Legion who are 
professional Treasury-raiders and every convention 
is marked by their activities. But that is not to 
say that the leadership and the bulk of the rank and 
file are so narrowly concerned with getting all they 
can from the Government as to stampede whenever 
cash legislation is mentioned. It is true, also, that 
last month Paul C. Wolman, national commander of 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars, said his organization 
would urge payment in full of adjusted compensation 
when Congress convenes in December. But that was 
merely the statemént of an individual. 

At the American Legion unemployment confer- 
ence, Which’ opened in Washington Sept. 14, Gen. 
|Harbord warned the Legion against going “down to 
Detroit with a program of relief for the whole 
country, and at the same time hold out an empty tin 
cup.” He added: “If you do, you will be laughed 
at. And I say that as a man in favor of the bonus 
legislation of 1924.”

For a number of years preceding and in- 
cluding 1929 much suspicion and discon- 
tent had existed between the producers of 
milk, living in Missouri and Illinois coun- 
ties adjacent to St. Louis, and the dealers 
who distributed milk to consumers in this 
territory. The former, unaware in many 
cases Of the costs of retail distribution, be- 
lieved there was too large a spread between 
the price paid them and that charged the 
consumer. The distributers, on the other 
hand, feared attempts on the part of pro- 
ducers to exact a price that would not be 
justified by market conditions and would 
prevent maintenance of a stabilized market. 

During 1929, some of the more intelli- 
gent producers, realizing that these condi- 
tions would inevitably lead to a milk war, 
inaugurated a movement for the determina- 
tion of the disputed questions by means of 
conferences to be participated in by accred- 
ited representatives df producers, distribu- 
ters and consumers. As the first step in 
this direction the Sanitary Milk Producers, 
Inc., was Organized and several thousand 
farmers producing milk for St Lovis be- 
came members. A meeting was then held 
in St. Louis on March 3, 1930, which was 
attended by representatives of the Sanitary 
Milk Producers, many of the St. Lovis deal- 
ers and by a number of private citizens who 
it was felt would represént the interests of 
the consumers of milk. :

After considerable discussion, it was de- 
cided to appoint a fact finding committee 
to investigate and determine facts affecting 
the situation in this and-.other similar com- 
munities. The work.of this committee and 
the conferences which it called covered a 
period of about four months. Personal in- 
vestigation was undertaken among produc- 
ers in Missouri and Illinois and at the milk 
stations and plants of dealers. A first-hand 
study was made of the situation in three 
other markets where dealers and produces 
co-operate and reports from other commu- 
nities were received and carefully studied. 
the committee secured valwable assistance 
from members of the faculties of the agri- 
cultural colleges of Missouri and Illinois, 
from farm advisers in the different counties 


Green the first of this month there has 


in this section and from dairy experts of 


the national Government. . 
The committee was convinced that many 
of the sources 6f conflict in the milk miar- 
‘keting system would be eliminated by «a 
an Of collective bargaining such as ob- 
in other communities and is encour- 


aged by ‘the National Agricultural Market- 


ing Act. It felt that such a method would 


_ preve successful in the St. Louis market and 


that it would have a beneficial influence in 
improving the quality of milk provided for 
the’ consumer. , , 

Upon the committee's recommendation, a 


joint committee of nine members was ap- 
pointed to work out the details of an agree- 
ment. This committee consisted of three 
representatives each of the producers, deal- 
ers and consumers. After prolonged con- 
ferences, a marketing agreement and price 
plan were adopted. While space does not 
permit setting forth the details of the plan, 
the essential features may be indicated. 

The dealers recognize the Sanitary Milk 
Producers as the sales agent of the 9000 
farmers who are its members. No dealer 
is prevented from buying from producers 
who are not members except that he agrees 
not to pay them a price higher than that 
paid members. No attempt is made to limit 
the territory from which dealers may pur- 
chase. Dealers agree to pay the producers’ 
association three cents on every 100 pounds 
of milk bought from its members. The as- 
sociation retains two-thirds of this amount 
to defray its quality improvement work and 
other expenses. The remaining one cent 
goes to the St. Louis branch of the National 
Dairy Council, and the dealers agree to pay 
an equal amount to this body. 

* - * 

This agreement was made in August, 
1936, and was accepted by many of the 
smaller dealers and by all of the larger 
dealers with the sole exception of the Peve- 
ly Dairy Co., the largest dealer in the city. 
A representative of that company had at- 
tended some of the earlier meetings but 
withdrew in July, 1930, when it was voted 
to appoint the joint committee to work ont, 
the details of an agreement. The plan was 
inaugurated in September, 1936. and has 
been in successful operation since that time. 
Throughout this period repeated but unsuc- 
cessful efforts were made by the Sanitary 
Milk Producers and by the St. Louis Con- 
sumers’ Milk Commission to have the Pevely 
Dairy Co. join the rest of the St. Louis 
dealers in accepting the plan. 

While the Pevely Dairy Co. refused to 
deal with its producers on the group plan 
recommended by the Consumers’ Milk Com- 
mission, it paid them under individual con- 
tracts which, by providing for the prevail- 
ing price, sectired to them substantially the 
samp amount that was paid by co-o ting 
dealers to their producers. About 2500 of 
the Pevely producers were members of the 
milk prodticers’ assOciation and approxi- 
mately the same. number were not. 


At the end of August of this year, the 


Pevely company refused a request of the 
Sanitary Milk Producers to purchase milk 


' from association members through the as- 


sociation. Instead, it announced a new form 
of individual contract with its producers, 
under which, it is claimed, the ‘company 
would have the sole right to fix the price 
to be paid -by it for milk. As the Pevely 
company also refused to permit representa- 
tives of the producers to check its weights 
or butterfat tests of their milk, the Pevéely 
producers who were members of the associ- 
ation voted on Sept. 1 ta discontinue sup- 


, plying milk to the Pevely dairy.

Rufus G. Pearson, peppery pro- 
moter of the Warson Petroleum 
Co., which failed last December, 
with indicated losses of more than 
$500,000 to creditors and invest- 
ors, has an “approved plan” to re= 
pay subscribers to the Warson Pe- 
he told Ref-

troleum Syndicate, 
eree-in-Bankruptcy 
day. 

Pearson, a small man of deci- 
sive manner and crisp speech, told, 
under questioning, of his plan to 


market a “nationally known prod- 
uct” in Missouri and four nearby 
states, acknowledging that descrip- 
tions of the plan are being mailed 
to syndicate investors. 

The letters, on stationery of the 
Wapeco Products Co., 3532 Gravois 
avenue, tell of a company formed 
by “persons with absolute faith and 
confidence in Mr. Pearson,” and 
suggest that an immediate response 
by the subscriber with one-twen- 
tieth of his original syndicate in- 
vestment will entitle him to “pay- 
ments.” The plan indicates “pos- 
sible profits” of $180,000 annually, 
according to the letters. 

Pearson said the syndicate, or- 
ganized in 1925 to provide work- 
ine capital for the petroleum com- 
pany, had received $213,000 in sub- 
scriptions, of which $147,000 is still 
“T want to pay back every 
cent personally,” he assured Ref- 
eree Coles. “The company can’t 
pay; and I consider it my obliga- 
tion, because I inveigled the sub- 
scribers into it.” 

Some of the subscribers were re- 
paid while the company was op- 
erating at a loss, Pearson testified, 
adding that he was confident its 
books would show a profit for 
1927 and 1928. He said he had 
advanced $42,000 to the company 
and his wife had advanced $30,000, 
conceding he had withdrawn $60,- 
000 to pay personal obligations, 

“I owned the company,” he ex- 


due,

Court Rulings Quoted. 

In support of the argument that 
the financial condition of the com- 
pany should not be considered, the 
brief quotes from several court and 
arbitration decisions. One of these 
was a décision in the Boston Ele- 
vated Railroad case in 1924 by a 
board of arbitration, which stated: 

“The principle which applies to 
the relation between wages and 
the financial condition of employ- 
ers, as generally stated by arbitra- 
tion boards, by Federal Judges in 
receivership matters and by such 
authorities as Justice Higgins of 
the Arbitration Court of Australia, 
and Chief Justice Taft when chair- 
mon of the War Labor Board, is, 
in substance, that the employe is 
not a partner or joint adventurer, 
sharing in profits and losses, and 
that his remuneration ought not to 
depend on these contingencies.” 

Another quotation is from a rajl- 
oad case decided by the Federal 
District Court in Nebraska in 1894 
when the road was in receivership, 
as follows: 

“The Court shares in their (four 
receivers) anxiety to have an eco- 
nomical administration of this trust 
to the end that those who own the 
property and have liens upon it 
may get out of it what is fairly 
their due; but to accomplish this 
desirable result, the wages of the 
men must not be reduced below a 
reasonable and just compensation 
for their services. They must be 
paid fair wages, though no divi- 
dends are paid on the stock and no 
interest paid on the bonds... . 
There would seam to be no equity 
in reducing wages of the employes 
below what is reasonable and just 
in order to pay dividends on stock 
and interest on bonds.” 


Attacks Company’s Figures. 

The union argues further that 
“even if the financial condition of 
the company were material, its 
actual condition, as shown by the 
evidence, does not warrant a wage 
reluction.” The union brief states: 

“The burden of the company’s 
ease is a plea of abject poverty. 
(Quoting from the company’s 
brief): ‘There is no liquid resource 
in the company’s treaSury, no hid- 
den pot of gold, to which recourse 
might be had when the next in- 
terest-paying day rolls around.’ It 
seems, forsooth, that not prosperity 
but the Sheriff is around the cor- 
ner. It is a sad and gloomy story 
spread out with great perseverance 
over 53 of the 83 pages in the com- 
pany’s brief.”
